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BCC Adopts Charter, Intends to Buy Co-op 


S.O.S. Committee Begins Campaign

At its meeting on February 2, the S.O.S. Citizens Com¬ 
mittee adopted a three prong approach to demonstrate to the 
Greenbelt Cooperative Inc. (GCI) Board of Directors that 
there is a broad-based opposition and alarm in the city 
about its decision to divest precipitously the Co-op food, 
pharmacy and auto services. The planned closure of the 
facilities would have major negative impacts on the citizens 
of Greenbelt, particularly the elderly, who have come to de¬ 
pend on the accessibility of these services. In addition, the 
board's closed session decision is seen as a violation of the 
cooperative history and tradition of the community and 
threatens the future viability of the center city shopping 
area.

At its February 10 meeting the 
organizers of the new Greenbelt 
Consumers Cooperative, Inc. 
(GCC) adopted Articles of In¬ 
corporation and approved sending 
a preliminary offer to buy the 
present Greenbelt Cooperative 
Inc. (GCI) supermarket, phar¬ 
macy and service station. 

Seven people are incorporating 
GCC and will serve as the board 
of directors until the first mem¬ 
bership meeting, which will be 
held before the end of May. The 
board members are Jim Cassels, 
chairman, formerly Director of 
Planning and Development, Prince 
Georges County Housing Author¬ 
ity; Charles A. Sarahan, vice 
chairman, chairman of the Green¬ 
belt Area Co-op Council, formerly 
Assistant Director of Bank Su¬ 
pervision, Federal Deposit Insur¬ 
ance Corp.; Richard M. Bates, 
secretary, mathematician, De¬ 
partment of Defense; Joseph R. 
Timer, treasurer, Market Re¬ 
search Manager, Maryland Office 
of Business and Industrial De¬ 
velopment; Margaret H. Hogen- 
sen, President of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc.; Wayne Williams, 
computer systems analyst, Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia Department of 
Environmental Services; and 
Michael Burchick, formerly with 
the Department of Medicine and 
Surgery, Veterans Administra¬ 
tion.

The Greenbelt Cable Television 
Public Access and Local Origina¬ 
tion Advisory Committee con¬ 
vened for its first meeting 
Wednesday night, February 1 
at the Municipal Building. The 
committee was formed afer a 
resolution passed by the Green¬ 
belt city council last July that 
established a citizens* committee 
to “advise and make recommen¬ 
dations to the council regarding 
the development of an organiza¬ 
tion for the purpose of encourag¬ 
ing, promoting, implementing 
and overseeing local program¬ 
ming” for the city’s cable ser¬ 
vice. 

Seven Greenbelt residents 
comprise the committee which 
was appointed last month by the 
city council. Committee members 
are Holly L. Carter, Deborah A. 
Cox, Gary J. Kohn, Tony McCar¬ 
thy, Judith C, Ott, John W, 
O’Boyle and Robert G. Zugby. 
Serving in a nonvoting, advisory 
role to the committee are city 
councilman Thomas X. White 
and city administrative assist¬ 
ant Mike McLaughlin. 

The meeting was presided over 
by White and McLaughlin, who 
outlined committee objectives and 
discussed a tentative agenda for 
the next meeting. The committee 
agreed to meet on the fourth 
Tuesday of each month. Accord¬ 
ing to White, the committee has 
two options in formulating a 
recommendation to the council 
regarding the city cable organi- 


to buy the GCI facilities ac¬ 
cording to a programmed pur¬ 
chase plan, gradually acquiring 
different assets as money is 
raised. 

The proposal states, “By March 
31 we will raise enough to buy 
the inventories, rent the store, 
pharmacy and service station, 
and take over their management 
and operations. We would next 
buy the equipment, and finally 
the leasehold improvements. As 
we acquired the leasehold im¬ 
provements we would take over 
the leases.” 

GCC has also informed GCI 
that Dave Meadows has agreed to 
continue managing the service 
station and that Ron Wilkinson 
has agreed to continue managing 
the supermarket until a suitable 
replacement is hired. 

A membership and capital drive 
for GCC has started. A table in 
the supermarket is staffed week¬ 
day evenings and on Saturday 
and Sunday. 

Joe Comproni, manager of the 
Greenbelt Federal Credit Union, 
said that Credit Union loans are 
available to be used to pay for 
membership in GCC, for mer¬ 
chandise certificates or for loans 
to the new co-op. 

The Board of Directors of GCC 
meets Friday evenings at 8 p.m. 
in the Greenbelt Homes Board 
Room. All interested people are 
invited to attend these meetings. 


zation. The first option would be 
to establish a nonprofit organi¬ 
zation whose operations would be 
totally independent of the city 
of Greenbelt. The other option 
would recommend a cable organi¬ 
zation as a part of the city gov¬ 
ernment, sharing resources and 
services with the city. In upcom¬ 
ing months the committee will 
explore advantages and disad¬ 
vantages of each option. 

The franchise for installing 
a cable service in Greenbelt is 
owned by Storer Communications 
of Maryland, Inc. In their agree¬ 
ment with the city, Storer will 
provide a start-up fund of $10,- 
000 to promote local access pro¬ 
gramming in Greenbelt. Storer 
will also furnish equipment, stu¬ 
dios, access vans, and other sup¬ 
port for public access program¬ 
ming. Continued funding for local 
access programming will come 
from a franchise fee to be paid 
by Storer at a rate of five per¬ 
cent of program revenues gen¬ 
erated within the city. An 
additional contribution of one 
percent of program revenues will 
be paid annually to the city by 
Storer. 

The next meeting of the com¬ 
mittee is scheduled for February 
28. At that meeting the commit¬ 
tee will elect officers and draft 
bylaws governing the group’s 
operation. A representative from 
the National Federation of Local 
Cable Programmers will also at¬ 
tend to supply information to the 
committee.

The Vehicle Emissions Inspec¬ 
tion Program has been now im¬ 
plemented by the Maryland 
Transportation Department, Two 
inspection stations have been set 
up in the north and the south 
ends of Prince Georges County. 
The north district station is in 
Capitol Heights at Hampton 
Park Blvd. and Ashwood Drive. 
The five-lane inspection station 
is a half mile south of Route 
214, a half mile west of 1-95 and 
is reached from Beltway exit 15. 
The south area station at Clinton 
is at Old Alexander Ferry Road 
and Malcolm Road, east of Route 
5 at the South Gate of Andrews 
Air Force Base, It has three 
lanes. 

Hours at both inspection sta¬ 
tions are from 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
Tuesday through Friday, 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. on Saturdays, and closed 
on Sunday and Monday.

March notices, 
sent out last week, contained last 
month’s deadline. The new date 
should have been March 31.

The message to be sent 
to GCI will be to ask that the 
board “(1) Reverse your decision 
to divest the Greenbelt supermar¬ 
ket, pharmacy and service sta¬ 
tion; or (2) At a minimum, ex¬ 
tend your operation of the ser¬ 
vices for at least six months be¬ 
yond the proposed date of 
divestiture so that a reasonable 
opportunity is given to let others 
take over their operation.” 

The S.O.S. Committee expects 
to take the responsibility for 
forwarding these messages to the 
GUI board. Post cards will be

system. She established two pub¬ 
lic kindergartens and an all-adult 
education program. She initiated 
and organized the Citizens Asso¬ 
ciation, the community band, the 
child care center, the choral 
group, and the Co-operative Nur¬ 
sery School. The kindergartens 
were integrated into our county 
school system along with the 
Greenbelt schools. The Coopera¬ 
tive nursery school is still oper¬ 
ating under an autonomous board 
of parents as she first planned 
it. 

In 1953 the citizens of Green¬ 
belt formed a housing cooperative 
and bought their homes from the 
government. Mary Jane, then a 
widow with a son in medical 
school, was asked to stay. She 
elected to leave federal employ¬ 
ment and became Director of 
Sales and Services for the new 
venture, Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
a position she held until her re¬ 
tirement in 1969. For most of us 
she was the person we met when 
we moved to Greenbelt, who exr- 
plained the rules and regulations 
of the community, as well as ex¬ 
plaining what services and fa¬ 
cilities were available.

A memorial service for 
Maty Jane Kinzer ivas held 
on February 11 at the Green¬ 
belt Community Church . 
Several friends of Mrs . Kin¬ 
zer spoke of her life and her 
service t-o this community . 
Among those paying tribute 
to her was Tony McCarthy , 
who was bom in Greenbelt 
and whose family lived next 
door to the Kinzers. The 
following are some of his re¬ 
marks: 

Mary Jane left a legacy of true 
achievement. 

Mary Jane was born Mary Jane 
Suthers on September 7, 1898 in 
Tazewell County, Virginia. The 
daughter of a minister, she was 
a graduate of Elizabeth College 
(now Roanoke College) in Salem, 
Virginia, and went on to grad¬ 
uate college at the University of 
Virginia in Charlottesville. 

She taught English in high 
schools in both Roanoke and Nor¬ 
folk before coming to Washing¬ 
ton, where she was for several 
years the educational director of 
the Social Hygiene Society. In 
1940 she became an employee of 
the Federal Housing Administra¬ 
tion and came to Greenbelt as 
Director of Family and Comr- 
munity Services. Her job entailed 
organizing, establishing and sup¬ 
porting the many community 
services that made Greenbelt an 
outstanding community. 

She established and developed 
the Greenbelt library which be¬ 
came the model for and eventually 
part of our present county library 


She was called upon to resolve 
disputes between neighbors and 
other member complaints. Thrust 
into the position of judge or 
arbiter, Mary Jane would be pre¬ 
sented with emotional situations 
where persons were seeking vin¬ 
dication or perhaps punishment 
of the other side. Mary Jane 
would hear them in confidence and 
pronounce a resolution that often 
left neither side wholly victor¬ 
ious. She would also provide so¬ 
lutions such as the child care 
program which was established 
so that working mothers would 
not have to leave their children 
unattended. 

The scope of her impact on 
the community was, perhaps, ex¬ 
aggerated by my brother John, 
who at the age of four asked my 
mother, “Mommy, who runs 
Greenbelt? God? or Mary Jane?” 

Certainly Mary Jane left her 
imprint on the community; our 
children are now second genera¬ 
tion alumni of the Co-op nursery 
school and the Greenbelt Con¬ 
cert Band, while now county¬ 
wide, provides summer concerts 
on the lake. She left an imprpint 
on the lives of all those she 
knew, and all of us are better for 
having known her. Our world was 
brightened by her passage.

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In Jeopardy? 

To the Editor: 

In her open letter to city offi- 
cials (News Review, January 12), 
Ms. McKenney expressed concern 
that immediate police service may 
not be available in response to 
citizen calls for help. She stated 
her beliefs that Greenbelt’s of¬ 
ficers “are limited by not having 
sufficient manpower and the nec¬ 
essary equipment to do a better 
job.” Her concern stems from an 
incident that took place recently 
in Springhill Lake to which all 
three officers on duty responded. 

Ms. McKenney probably real¬ 
izes, but did not say, that it is 
not only plausible but desirable 
for several officers to respond to 
a life-threatening call. Subse¬ 
quent calls for county assistance 
are plausible and desirable. How¬ 
ever, her suggestion that Green- 
belt obtain a K-9 unit all its own 
would require proven justification 
before such action was taken by 
the city. Isolated incidents such 
as the one cited are not neces¬ 
sarily just cause to expend ad¬ 
ditional tax revenue. 

Another recent incident that 
Ms. McKenney did not mention, 
but one that needs to be explored, 
is why the break of a water line 
at the public works building on 
December 26 necessitated the as¬ 
sistance of the three police offi¬ 
cers on duty that day (3ee “City 
Notes” in the News Review of 
January 5). Since there were per¬ 
sons from both the public works 
department and fire department 
on hand, what was the police de¬ 
partment's role? Was it a matter 
of life and/or death? Did their 
failure to patrol our streets dur¬ 
ing an emergency that was right¬ 
fully the responsibility of the 
public works department, or 
WSSC, place the citizens of 
Greenbelt in jeopardy?

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GHI W ill Renovate Old Boiler Plant 


by Sandra Surber Smith 

At the January 26 meet¬ 
ing, the Greenbelt Homes 
Inc. Board of Directors ap¬ 
proved a plan for renovation 
of the large boiler room on 
Research Road, agreed to de¬ 
fer rehab of the larger town 
houses until a full study has 
been completed, and defeat¬ 
ed a motion to hire an ac¬ 
countant to review the as¬ 
sessment of charges for re¬ 
payment of the Maryland 
Housing Rehab Program 
Loan. The latter affects 8 
members who undertook re¬ 
hab of their units prior to 
the Phase I and II programs 
which cover most of the 
frame and masonry homes 
in GHI. 

Boiler Plant Renovation 

Management submitted plans 
for renovation of boiler room 
No, 24, located on Research Road, 
for approval of the board. The 
$20,000 for this project had ear¬ 
lier been approved in the 1984 
budget, subject to approval of 
the plans and specifications. Man¬ 
agement plans, as outlined by 
General Manager Shakar Nara- 
hasim, calls for stripping of the 
boiler room, replacement of the 
roof, removal of the chimney, 
bricking in all open wall areas, 
and installing new windows and 
doors. Narahasim indicated that 
this process would create a “usa¬ 
ble shell,” for which members 
and management could then de¬ 
termine a use. Whatever future 
use is planned would determine 
what additional, if any, improve¬ 
ments would be made. This boiler 
room was chosen because of its 
condition, its proximity to play¬ 
grounds, and the need to make if 
more secure. Board member Don 
Volk questioned the choice since 
the Research Road plant is near¬ 
est the unused space available in 
North End School, but seemed 
satisfied with maintenance direc¬ 
tor Joe Whalen's response that it 
has become a safety hazard. 
Whalen also responded to direc¬ 
tor Janet Cantwell's question on 
protecting the new windows and 
indicated that they would either 
be boarded over or put in later. 

MHRP Audit 

The board then turned to the 
apportionment of rehab charges 
to MHRP members and to the 
audit requested by that group. 
Basically the question is whether 
the members in the 8 units cov¬ 
ered by this loan are paying an 
unfair portion of rehab charges. 
Some argue that they are being 
required to pay administrative 
costs for the current rehab pro¬ 
gram in which they did not par¬ 
ticipate. CHI's response is that 
there were administrative costs 
for the MHRP loan which GHI 
bore at that time, GHI has agreed 
to assume the MHRP loan and 
allow it to be financed like the 
rest of the rehab program. Pre¬ 
viously the MHRP loans would 
have been due when the current 
member sold the unit. 

At a work session on January 
19 this issue was debated at 
length and management asked to 
return with a recommendation. 
Management replied that an 
audit would cost about $2,000 and 
did not recommend this course 
since the issue had already re¬ 
ceived considerable attention and 
all available alternatives already 
explored. 

Director Joe Jenkins moved to 


proceed with the audit. The mo¬ 
tion was seconded by director 
John Lewis and then defeated 
with Jenkins, Lewis and director 
Mark Dombrowski voting in fa¬ 
vor. GHI member Betty Deitch 
indicated that she was unsatisfied 
with GHI action and planned to 
continue the appeal, possibly 
before city council. 

Larger Homes Rehab 

An appeal by Steve Polaschik 
and Tony McCarthy to have the 
deteriorating siding on their 
homes painted and repaired led 
to a lengthy discussion of struc¬ 
tural and other problems in the 
larger townhouses. Rather than 
starting on this painting as the 
board had approved earlier, man¬ 
agement is now recommending 
that all rehab work on the larger 
homes be postponed for six 
months to allow completion of the 
Lyons Associates structural en¬ 
gineering study. Narahasim and 
Assistant General Manager Gary 
Morningstar believe this study 
will indicate structural prpoblems 
to be corrected before siding can 
be repaired effectively. Narahasim 
said that management needs to 
determine the cause of the prom- 
lem before settling for a quick, 
temporary solution. McCarthy and 
Polaschik described siding which 
was not only unsightly but may 
be allowing further damage 
through gaps and openings. Fi¬ 
nally the board approved the de¬ 
lay but directed management to 
communicate the findings of the 
structural study to members so 
that they could review the situar- 
tion and also do whatever 
emergency repairs are needed to 
prevent further damage. Whalen 
estimated that the latter would 
take about 3 days and Narahasim 
said that it would be done right 
away. Board President Margaret 
Hogensen wanted to know if it 
was too late to include this proj¬ 
ect under rehab financing. The 
General Manager said probably 
not and that and other financing 
approaches would be researched 
after it has been determined what 
is needed and wanted. 


GHI Membership in Cooperative 
League 

The board unanimously passed 
a motion to have GHI become a 
community member of the Co¬ 
operative League of the USA 
(CLUSA). The cost, about $250 
per year entitles GHI to informa¬ 
tion from the organization and 
to work with them on issues of 
mutual concern. CLUSA has al¬ 
ready been helpful to GHI on 
several occasions and has a more 
active lobbying effort than the 
National Association of Housing 
Cooperative with which GHI 
will continue to participate. In 
looking at the bigger cooperative 
picture, Hogensen wanted to 
know if the board should sponsor 
a candidate for the upcoming 
election of the National Consum¬ 
er Cooperative Bank Board, 
Management suggested and the 
board agreed that 1984 was prob¬ 
ably not the right year for this 
move since GHI and the General 
Manager in particular were too 


busy to campaign. It was finally 
determined that Hogensen would 
explore the matter somewhat fur¬ 
ther and make the final decision 
if a likely candidate among the 
membership was interested. She 
also appointed an ad hoc com¬ 
mittee to develop plans for the 
September ECHO meeting. Final¬ 
ly Hogensen reported to board 
that she had informed a com¬ 
munity group that GHI could not 
take over the Coop grocery store, 
up for sale now, or guarantee a 
loan for its purchase. She cited 
GHI's lack of experience in this 
area and its already extensive 
responsibilities. 

Other Action 

The board tabled a request for 
exemption from the occupancy 
clause to permit a member to 
have a roommate for the year 
1984. The general manager had 
recommended that the board turn 
down the request and allow man¬ 
agement to work with the mem¬ 
ber to solve the problem which 
is primarily financial. Hogensen 
then mentioned a complaint from 
a neighbor about the roommate 
and noisy parties, Jenkins com¬ 
mented that these were unrelated 


issues. Williams wanted manage¬ 
ment to check with the court and 
see if there were other com- 
p’aints. Management was then 
directed to check on the extent 
and severity of complaints and to 
pursue financial solutions with 
the member. 

Steve Curtis asked if the house 
occupied by former Board Presi¬ 
dent Jim Smith has been sold. 
Management replied that several 
contingency contracts to buy it 
had fallen through and that ef¬ 
forts to rent had been unsuccess¬ 
ful. Jenkins suggested that the 
issue be placed on the agenda 
at a future board meeting and the 
possibility of reducing the $92,- 
000 selling price be discussed. 

The GHI meeting was preceded 
by a GHIDC board of directors 
meeting during which a compre¬ 
hensive area-wide drainage study 
for a cost not to exceed $98,000 
was approved. Management re¬ 
ported that at the bid opening 
earlier on January 26, four bids 
for contractors for Phase II 
masonry structural repair were 
received. American Property Con¬ 
struction will serve as construc¬ 
tion managers.

Free Tax Help on Feb. 20 

Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein announced 
that all 14 offices of the Maryland 
Income Tax Division will offer 
free taxpayer assistance on Mon¬ 
day, February 20 from 8:30 a.m.

Fire & Rescue Review

The Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad 
ran a total of 23 calls for the 
week ending February 5. The 
fire calls included two structural 
fires, one bus fire, one brush fire, 
an explosion and a transfer t$ 
another company. The rescue 
calls included seven vehicle acci¬ 
dents, six illnesses, two heart at¬ 
tacks and two injured persons. 

New Ambulance Fee 

A plan has been announced by 
County Executive Parris Glen- 
dening to begin charging a fee 
for emergency service in the 
county. The proposed rates 
would be $50 for regular ambul¬ 
ance service and $75 for service 
by a mobile intensive care unit 
(MICU). The revenue from these 
charges would be used for pur¬ 
chasing more MICU's and to train 
a proposed 665,000 residents to 
perform cardiopulmonary resus¬ 
citation. If this plan is approved 
by the county council, Prince 
Georges County will begin charg¬ 
ing for ambulance service in July 
1984. 

Arlington, Alexandria, and the 
District are the only other jurist 
dictions in the area which charge 
for this service. There are now 
four MICU's being used in 
Prince Georges County and 'their 
average response time is 15 min¬ 
utes. This response time should 
be cut in half if Glendening’s plan 
to buy more MICU's is put into 
effect. 

The Greenbelt department 
would like to stress that Green- 
belt's ambulances will still be 
staffed 24 hours a day, primarily 
by trained volunteers from the 
community.

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A Greenbelter Goes to Annapolis

As a relatively recently 
retired person, I decided to 
participate ($6.50 fee) in 
the annual beginning-of-ses- 
sion lobbying rally in An¬ 
napolis of senior citizens or¬ 
ganizations from all over 
Maryland. So, early Jan. 17, 
I caught the county-operated 
Senior Bus from Prince 
Georges Plaza (round-trip 
fare, $2) to Annapolis. 

The rally, coordinated under 
the umbrella of “United Seniors 
of Maryland,” is participated ;n 
by the Maryland Council of Sen¬ 
ior Citizens and BUS (with which 
Greenbelt's Golden Age Club is 
affiliated), the Gray Panthers (we 
have a Greenbelt chapter of 
that), the AARP, NARFE, BUS 
and others. 

First we had a plenary session, 
in a Parole, Md., hotel, with 400 
people from all over the state, 
where we were briefed by a 
series of speakers on the half- 
dozen issues we were to discuss 
with the members of the stale 
legislature. Then we had a box 
lunch, after which we split into 
county or area groups and went 
to Annapolis and met our re- 
spect :,r e legislators. The Prince 
Georges group, for instance, piled 
back into our bus and were tak¬ 
en to the Lowe Building, where 
we met several of the Prince 
Georges House of Delegates 
members. Then, home. 

At the plenary session, we were 
addressed by House Speaker Ben 
Cardin, Md. State Director of 
Aging Rosalie Abrams (until 
recently, a senator from Balti¬ 
more), Dels. Forehand and Hol- 
linger ,and various seniors. 

Most of the speakers were 
there to brief us on the chief sub¬ 
jects on which we, in turn, were 
to lobby the lawmakers. The 
topics: 

• “Sheltered” Housing—There 
isn't enough of this type, which 
provides less services to resi¬ 
dents than institutional care 
(nursing homes) and therefore 
allows them more freedom, but 
does provide more services than 
just shelter. USM is asking for 
the addition of $50,000 for an 
experimental project for a few 
units at which additional ser¬ 
vices would be added (such as a 
homemaker service, transporta¬ 
tion, etc.). 

• More Community Long-term 
Care and “Gateway II" — We 
were told it costs three times 
as much to keep people in in¬ 
stitutions as to let them stay in 
their own homes but send in 
persons to help them with needed 
services such as cooking and 
cleaning, giving them a bath if 
needed, etc. The state budgeted 
$216.6 million in Fiscal 1984 for 
institutional care and $14,688,000 
for community services to the 
home; in FY '85 institutional care 
rises to $251 million and com¬ 
munity care into the home drops 
by $550,000 ,we were told. USM 
seeks more for the community 
in-your—own-home services 

• Senior Centers Funding — 
The state gives counties money 
for converting decommissioned 
schoolhouses and other facilities 
for county-sponsored senior cen¬ 
ters (there are none in Greenbelt 
but there are some in nearby 
communities, or will be), but pro¬ 
vides no money for operation and 
maintenance. Del, Santangelo 
told us there's a million dollars 
available for this; I've been told 
since that only part of this is for 
our county. The seniors are ask¬ 
ing for operating and mainte¬ 
nance money for the centers, 

• Residential Taxes—The sen¬ 


iors are backing HB 65, by 
Speaker Cardin, to extend to 
June 30, 1985, a state law now 
due to expire this June 30, that 
limits to 15 Vf per year any in¬ 
crease in tax assessments of 
residential real estate, and SB 43 
and SB 51, by several senators, 
to amend the state constitution 
to permit a law like Cardin's bill 
to be permanent and to make it 
permanent (the constitution now 
puts a one-year limit on such 
legislation). 

• Nursing Homes — We were 
told that nursing homes have 
been much improved in recent 
years because of increased fed¬ 
eral and state regulation; the 
seniors want the state to continue 
watching them. 

• Telephone Rates — Rates 
have been going up. Nationally, 
phone companies have been re¬ 
ceiving 30 r /t of the rate hikes 
they request, but in Maryland 
nearly 70 f / of the rate hike 
was granted, a Gray Pan¬ 
ther representative said. The 
Panthers urge an appeal of the 
state regulatory agency's de¬ 
cision allowing the huge boost. 
Another effort is being supported 
to get Congress to bar the pro¬ 
posed “access charge", starting 
at $2 per month per phone and 
rising to $6 or more. After being 
for it, the federal regulatory 
agency now has backed off un¬ 
til after the November elections 
but seniors (and others) want a 
law barring it. The U.S. House 
passed such a bill; there's & bill 
in the U.S. Senate. At Annapolis 
we signed petitions for such a 
bar. 

Meanwhile at Annapolis we 
also backed two bills in the 
Maryland House, HB 247 by Del. 
Forehand and HB 160 by Del, 
Hollinger, to forbid “measured 
rates" — an option the state 
regulatory agency allowed. Fore¬ 
hand told the seniors under mea¬ 
sured rate your bill would mount 
up while you are put on hold 
when you phone an agency such 
as Social Security; measured rate 
would hit hardest at lower -in¬ 
come people, and isolate seniors. 
The optional form is a foot in 
the door for later putting it on 
everyone, I fear. 

At the Lowe Building, we from 
Prince Georges met several of 
the county's House of Delegates 
members and talked with them

I was not favor¬ 
ably impressed with USM's choice 
of issues on which to center our 
pitches, which I thought less im¬ 
portant than present unmet needs 
in areas such as income mainte¬ 
nance, health care, housing and 
transportation. 

But I'm glad I went to An¬ 
napolis, I met many fine people, 
started to get acquainted with 
issues, agencies, organizations. I 
hope Greenbelt seniors will be 
able to get in on these meetings 
in the future, and help set their

Laura Millman Is Soloist 
With National Symphony

Remember the name Laura 
Millman, violinist. She is Green- 
belt's own and is already another 
proud star in this city proud 
firmament. 

On January 24, 25, and 27 Mill- 
man performed the first move¬ 
ment of Edouard Lalo's Symph¬ 
onic espagnole accompanied by 
the National Symphony Orches¬ 
tra under the baton of Andrew 
Litton, Exxon/Arts Endowment 
conductor of the NSO. 

The 17-year old artist met the 
technical demands of the familiar 
composition with competence and 
ease one expects from well-sea¬ 
soned violinists. One was pre¬ 
pared to make allowances in one 
so young, but no such condescen¬ 
sion was at all necessary. She 
proved her capability. 

Her “involvement” in the music 
was shown in the maturity of 
her interpretation, in her obvious 
understanding of the nuances of 
the composition. Her treatment 
of what one may describe as the 
most tender passages of the 
movement were positively thrill¬ 
ing. 

We will hear much more about 
and from Millman in the years 
ahead. Meanwhile we all have 
reason to be proud of Laura Mill- 
man, now in her senior year at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School. 

Greenbelt is sadly unaware, for 
the most part, of the outstanding 
well-known and proven artists 
who were reared in our midst. 
There is cellist Jonathan Abram- 
owitz recognized as an outstand¬ 
ing artist, who earned a doctorate 
in music at the famed Julliard 
School of Music in New York and 
is well known as a recording ar¬ 
tist. And there is Martin Rer- 
kofsky, concert pianist, who is 
well known and recognized in 
Europe and in this country for 
his concertizing and his record¬ 
ing.

Local Groups Back 
Phone Rate Bill 

Resolutions of support for bills 
in the Maryland House of Dele¬ 
gates to ban telephone “local 
measured service,” (LMS), rates 
have been adopted by the Eleanor 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt Demo¬ 
cratic Club, the Greenbelt Gray 
Panthers and the Greenbelt Gol¬ 
den Age Club. 

Under LMS, which the Chesa¬ 
peake & Potomac Phone Co. 
now is permitted to offer as an 
option to residential customers, a 
lower basic rate is offered than 
under other options. But a cus¬ 
tomer's outgoing calls would be 
timed, and each minute over the 
first would be charged for sep¬ 
arately. A caller put on hold, for 
example, when calling a doctor's 
office, business, or a government 
agency could therefore confront 
a larger than expected bill at 
month's end, explain State Dele¬ 
gates Forehand, Hollinger and 
Pitkin, sponsors of te bill.h Bills 
to ban LMS are also before con¬ 
gress.
